I . (Currently Amended) A cathode ray tube comprising a shadow mas k, the shadow mask 
being fixed t o a support. 

the shadow mask including: 

an effective area in which a plurality of aperture lines having a plurality of 
apertures for passing electron beams are arranged via a bridge, and 

a dead space fonned on both outer sides of said effective area in a direction 
perpendicular to a direction in which the ^erture lines are directed, and 

the shadow mask being stretched and hel d, with a tension force being app lied in 
the direction in which the aperture lines are directed, 

wherein 

the shadow mask is fix ed to the support at both ends of the shadow mask in the 
direction in which the tension force is applied, a nd has unfixed open ends that are ends 
thprepf in a direction pen^endicular to the di rection in which the tension force is app li^. 

a slit extending along said aperture line is formed in said dead space formed on 
both outer sides of said effective area in the direction perpendicular to the direction in 
which the aperture lines are directed, and 

the slit has a lengthwise direction that coincides with the direction in which the 
^crturc lines are directed 



2. (Previously Presented) The cathode ray tube according to claim 1 , wherein a width of 
said sUt in the direction perpendicular to the direction in which the apermre Hnes are directed is 
from 45 % to 1 00 % of a width in the same direction of said apemire adjacent to said dead space. 
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3. (Previously Present«l) The cathode ray tube according to claim 1, wherein a length of 
said slit in the direction in which the apcnure lines arc directed is equal to or longer than a length 
in the same direction of said aperture adjacent to said dead space. 

4. (Originai) The cathode ray tube according to claim 1. wherein said slit includes a slit 
having inclined feces opposed to each other via an opening, the incUned faces being formed at an 
inclined angle such that light beams of electron beams entering said dead space are blocked. 

5. (Original) The cathode ray tube according to claim I. further comprising an electron 
shield disposed for blocking electron beams from reaching said dead space.
